Nations Declaration of Human 
Rights. 
He carries on his fight in the 
conference halls of Geneva and 
New York, through the mails, 
by personal contact, and

The society, founded in 1823, 
used to work quietly.

The Canadians are imaginative, resourceful 
people and not timid about spending their hard 
earned money to achieve long range benefits. 
They would never make the mistake of some 
American expositions with a heavy emphasis 
on the immediate financial gain obscuring any 
desirable future results. 
The Canadians place less reliance on tinsel 
and glitter and more on the enduring values. 
They are more conservative. 
A visitor to Expo 67 can expect to observe a 
well planned and engineered exposition staged 
with more restraint than usually prevails in this 
country. 
But he will get another bonus. 
He will know that he is in Canada and he will 
be aware that he is not visiting another Ameri­ 
can city. 
Unfortunately some major Canadian 
cities have been Americanized to the extent that 
the American visitor is not aware that he has 
left home. 
This doesn’t apply to Montreal even though it 
is in some ways a competitor to large Ameri­ 
can cities. 
It is a competitor in the sense that it has large 
department stores, night clubs and some of the 
other publicly used facilities so much a part 
of the American scene. 
But the bilingual 
influence - French 
and 
English - is strong in Montreal. There is less 
crowding and pushing than in American cities. 
The people are friendly and courteous. 
The 
pace is more relaxed. 
It is a bright, clean 
modern metropolis. 
The visitor knows that he is in Canada, that he 
is in Montreal and this is a delightful feeling. 
Those who have never been outside the United 
States will revel in the experience. 
It is a 
wonderful opportunity to visit a friendly foreign 
country and to meet the fine, friendly people 
of our northern neighbor.

AMERICANS ABROAD 
He can be our best ambassador. 
He can be 
our greatest cause of embarrassment. 
He - 
or for that matter she - is the American tourist. 
This year he is going abroad in the greatest 
numbers ever. The State Department’s passport 
office puts the total at 1.75 million American 
tourists or 15 per cent more than went abroad 
last year. 
Travel figures are never entirely 
firm, in part because of the question of whether 
a granted passport is used, but the upward trend 
is clear. 
Most Americans will go to Europe, but the 
Orient is attracting more of us every year. 
The lure of shopping bargains like cheap Hong 
Kong suits appears to be growing, though it 
seems absurb that anyone would spend several 
thousand dollars to save $50 to $100 on a gar­ 
ment. 
The Middle East seems to be getting 
only its usual share of the tourist dollar, but 
travel to Africa and Central and South America 
is increasing. 
The figures on the Soviet Union are muddy. 
The State Department estimate is that about 
20,000 Americans went there last year. Soviet 
sources put the total at 25,000. 
At any rate, 
more are expected this year. 
This is the 50th anniversary year of the Soviet 
state, but that in itself will probably not bait 
many U.S. citizens. 
To be sure, the Intourist 
people are arranging special tours to celebrate 
the 1917 revolution. 
Leningrad is being turned 
into a historical shrine. Markers are being put 
up at special places where the revolution started. 
Other cities^ are getting similar treatment. 
But what is most expected to increase travel 
to Russia - 
and to a much lesser extent the 
number of Russians visiting this country - is 
the inauguration sometime in May of 
direct 
air service between Moscow and New York. Pan 
American World Airways has completed a for­ 
mal agreement with Aeorflot, the Soviet air­ 
line, on the start of such service by the two 
lines. 
Under an agreement signed by the two 
countries last Nov. 4, the route will be flown 
nonstop, but either carrier may land at Stock­ 
holm, Oslo, Shannon, or Gander. 
Almost every Eastern European country is 
making great efforts to get American tourists. 
The goal is Western currency. 
All the Com­ 
munist bloc 
countries but Poland either re­ 
quire no visas or make obtaining them a very 
simple matter. 
Low air fares will encourage tourism this year. 
Supplemental or non-scheduled air carriers are 
quoting package fares as low as $165 for New 
York-London round trip. Regular lines have the 


economy package fare down to $230. 
Many 
people who wouldn’t have gone to Europe in the 
past now budget $600 or $700 and go abroad 
instead of cross country. 
Having flown 
at 
bargain rates, many Americans will take ad­ 
vantage of the first-class 21-day Eurailpass 
($99) for railroad travel. 
More flights are offered than ever before. In­ 
ternational carriers serving the Atlantic, the 
Caribbean, and the Pacific have increased their 
schedules to 
1,769 trips a week, as compared 
with 1,556 a year ago. There will Ik* a record 
234,840 seats available in the coming peak sea­ 
son, a rise of 17 per cent. 
The opening of Expo 67 - the Canadian World’s 
Fair - does not seem to have cut back Ameri­ 
can travel to other countries. 
Nor does the 
austere attitude of President de Gaulle seem to 
have curtailed travel to France. 
Perhaps 30 per cent of the Americans abroad 
will be 55 years old or older. 
With the era 
of the jumbo jet already with us, there seem s to 
be no limit to the upward travel trend.

The new federal housing law 
proposed for this year under the 
m isplaced 
banner of “ civil 
rights” would, if passed, extend 
the federal governm ent's pow­ 
e r into the American home in a 
m anner undream edof until now. 
E a rlie r 
“ anti - d iscrim ina­ 
tory” housing laws, both state 
and federal, have always 
teen 
justified as m easures directed 
against those who rent housing

real estate developers. It 
has 
often te en said that, to break 
down racial prejudice, all p e r­ 
sons should have equal access 
to the property such business­

alleged right of access. 
But the private lives of

it not been for the couiuge of 
Sen. Benton 
of 
Connecticut, 
who demanded It.

hurtled safely 
through the vast skies was de­ 
prived of contracts to build 
a 
moon capsule -- and the task 
assigned to a firm which had 
virtually no experience 
in 
m astering the heavens. 
The firm which built the first 
c a rrie rs to flash safely in and 
out of space is McDonnell A ir­ 
craft of St. Louis. 
What hap­ 
pens inside that 
com plex 
is 
intim ately known to the M achin­ 
ists. 
Their men and 
women 
staff it. 
This union, led by Roy Siem il- 
le r, is not noted for saying kind 
things about em ployers — 
te 
they railroads, airlin es, m uni­ 
tion 
m akers, 
or aerospace 
m anufacturers. It has been so 
tough, it has defied the P re si­ 
dent and the C ongress. 
Yet the 
other day its official 
news­ 
paper editorially aw arded the 
McDonnell company an “ E” for 
excellence. And it asked: 
“ We still wonder why, after 
McDonnell’s record of achieve­ 
m ent, NASA turned its back on 
McDonnell and chose a manu­ 
fac tu re r with less experience to 
produce the Apollo. 
This did not make “ good sense 
when it happened,” say the Ma­ 
chinists, and “ it m akes 
less 
sense now” that three men were 
incinerated. 
It is strange that 
few

escalated the issue as sharply 
as has the International Assn. of 
M achinists. 
Its viewpoint is reasoned. It

fa c tu re r, and by NASA. 
“ As the disclosures 
mount, 
so in direct 
proportion does 
our appreciation of the mag­ 
nificent job done by the men and 
women of McDonnell 
airc ra ft 
who m anufaduied and launched 


P roject 
M ercury, the 
first 
U.S. spaceship, and then P ro ­ 
ject Gemini, the first two-man 
space vehicle.” 
The union then states that “ as 
pioneers with no 
previous ex­ 
perience to draw on, the men 
and women of McDonnell 
p ro ­ 
duced and orbited two se rie s of 
spacecraft 
successfully 
with 
little delay and no loss of life.” 
These “ twin 
m iracles” 
of 
M ercury and Gemini moved the 
M achinists to award a real “ E 
for Excellence” to McDonnell 
and its em ployes. 
Add to this, then, an excerpt 
from a rep o rt by Major General 
Samuel C. Phillips who probed 
the Apollo’s prim e contractor, 
the North 
American Aviation 
Company - - a document which 
has te e n ignored by the entire 
U.S. 
government, it seem s. 
“ NAA quality,” according to 
Gen. 
Phillips’ 
report 
made 
after a long 
investigation 
in 
1965, “ is not up to NASA r e ­ 
quired standards. . .the condi­ 
tion of hardw are, shipped from 
the factory with thousands of 
hours of work to 
com plete, is 
unsatisfactory. . . poor work­ 
m anship is evidenced by the 
continual high rates of re je c ­ 
tions. 
“ Work 
task management — 
general o rd ers task authoriza­ 
tions, 
product plans, 
etc., 
are broad and alm ost m eaning­ 
le ss. . .” 


Thus 
we have 
a 
powerful 
union asking questions, a r e ­ 
spected general making 
blunt 
accusations, a 
whirlwind

obvious poor workmanship, and 
charges 
in Congress of “ in­ 
credible m ism anagem ent.” 
C ertainly no conscience in this 
land can te clear;

Fresh produce selections have 
been limited by the weather. 
Rains and killing frosts dam­ 
aged brocolli and slowed straw­ 
berries, asparagus, califlower, 
tomatoes, cherries, pears and 
apricots In California. Straw­ 
berries, snap beans and peppers 
have been hit hard by rain in 
Louisiana. 
The problem is Just the oppo­ 
site in Florida, where ministers 
have been praying for rain. 
In the Midwest, farmers are 
concerned about the wheat crop. 
Wholesale flour prices went up 
this week. 
Canned tomato product prices 
are headed up again. Stocks are 
21 per cent lower than a year 
ago.

Household Debt Rate Proposed for 
Continues to Rise

(A P) — The 
mounting 
debt of America's 
households, which shows no sign 
of leveling off, Is bringing with 
it growing concern that a lot of 
people might be getting in over 
their heads. 
A foolproof criterion for esti­ 
mating when a family is over­ 
committed has never been de­ 
vised. It is only when repay­ 
ments are delinquent that proof 
is provided. And most people 
still are repaying their debts on 
schedule. 
The concern comes from the 
speed with which this debt is 
being added to. It has accumu­ 
lated largely since World War 
II, but the rate of additions to it 
have accelerated in the past few 
years. It is now nearly $400bil­ 
lion. 
This means, in effect, that the 
old Puritan ethic that equated 
debt with sin is about dead. It 
means 
also that 
Americans 
have learned to live with 
the 
haunting memory of the Great 
Depression. And it means that 
many Americans have adjusted 
to a life they cannot afford on 
their present incomes. 
A 
good 
argument 
can be 
made for saying this debt isn't 
nearly as bad as it sounds. In an 
expanding economy, with in­ 
comes rising and new and bet­ 
ter jobs opening up, households 
may be able to carry more debt. 
In addition, the sharp rise in 
holdings of life insurance, So­ 
cial 
Security, 
unemployment 
compensation, health insurance 


and pensions has relieved many 
families of obligations that once 
had to be met with savings. 
All this debt has not been fri­ 
volously assumed, either. Most 
of it lias gone for homes, auto­ 
mobiles, television sets and 
heavy appliances such as wash­ 
ing machines and refrigerators. 
Nevertheless, a study by the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, a nonprofit educational 
and 
research 
organization, 
calls attention to the potential 
damage that could result if in­ 
come should fall instead of rise. 
The necessity of paying off 
this debt "may be increasingly 
undermining economic stabili­ 
ty" during downturns in the 
economy, the board said. Debt 
means a commitment of future 
earnings. When these earnings 
are less than expected trouble 
ensues. 
A downturn first lim its the 
variety of choice in purchases. 
Money is committed; it cannot 
be used for discretionary buy­ 
ing. It is as if it were never 
owned by the individual who 
must pay the bills. 
If current income fails to 
meet obligations, a secondary 
source must be used. Generally, 
this means the household sav­ 
ings of cash, bonds and perhaps 
stock. 
But, to pay off all household 
debt, about 80 per cent of all 
household savings would have to 
be used. Little would be left. 
Fortunately, all debt never falls 
due at once but is, instead, 
spread over a period of time.

flaming Molotov cocktails.” 
Great as was the tragedy that 
hit Nashville, the 
greatest 
tragedy is that of the

for Carmichael’s visit to the 
Vanderbilt campus. The visit, 
approved by Chancellor Alex­ 
ander Heard, supposedly 
was 
in the interest of “ free 
ex­ 
pression.” But 
what univer­ 
sity, what city or state in Amer­ 
ica, needs 
free 
expression 
in the form of Molotov cock­ 
tails? 
Those 
who invite the 
Stokely 
Carmichaels of 
our 
day, and those 
who approve 
their visits 
to 
respectable 
places, may foolishly imagine 
that they are implementing 
a 
constitutional 
guarantee 
of 
free speech. 
If this 
is their 
idea, then they have 
indulged 
in the most tortured 
logic -- 
logic unworthy 
of 
men 
who 
profess to be educators 
and 
leaders of public opinion. 
The Stokely 
Carmichaels of 
this country don't have a mono­ 
poly on civil rights. The aver­ 
age, law-abiding 
citizens 
of 
Nashville and other communi­ 
ties have a right to live in a 
community free of rampaging 
mobs and student arsonists. 
It is time that those who ad­ 
minister colleges and univer­

KANSAS CITY (AP)--A two- 
stadium sports complex plan 
with a unique two-section roof 
on wheels to cover either sta­ 
dium in bad weather and con­ 
trol shadows during games was 
unveiled 
Wednesday 
by 
the 
Jackson 
County Sports Com­ 
plex Authority. 
A triple-deck 7 5,000-seat foot­ 
ball stadium, a trlple-deck 45,- 
000-seat baseball tradium and 
the roof-oii-rails are in a $43 
million package, part of a $102 
million bond issue which the au­ 
thority hopes will 
go before 
Jackson County voter: in late 
June. 
The authority and stadium 
backers Wednesday started an 
intensive 10-day campaign for 
3,500 valid signatures on peti­ 
tions calling for a bond issue 
election. 
The petitions will t>e 
submitted to the county court, 
which has the power to order 
an election. 
" If the bonds are passed in 
June, we could be playing foot­ 
ball there in the fall of 1969,” 
said Dutton Brookfield, author­ 
ity chairman. 
Lamar Hunt, owner of the 
Kansas City Chiefs, American 
Football League champions, has 
expressed a willingness to sign 
a long-term lease and contrib­ 
ute to financing of the stadium. 
Charles O. Finley, owner of 
the Kansas City Athletics, has 
so far declined any comment on 
the sports complex and the au­ 
thority lias been unable to ar­ 
range any meetings with him 
cm the subject. 
Finley's lease on Municipal 
1 Stadium expires after this sea­ 
son. 
" I hope and believe Mr. Fin­ 
ley will want to stay in Kansas 
C ity," 
Brookfield said. "W e 
will keep trying to talk to him ." 
Brookfield said the new base- 
i ball stadium won't be built "un­ 
less we have a long-term lease 
with a major league team ." 
Jack Steadman, general man­ 
ager of the Chiefs, termed the 
stadium 
and 
movable 
roof 
unique in sports and the finest 
facility ever designed. 
"The stadium even has 5,000 
more sideline seats than Rice 
Stadium, which is the best foot­ 
ball facility anywhere,” Stead­ 
man said. 
"Many fans like to 
watch games in the open, but if 
it rains, you just roll the roof 
sections in over the field.” 
Charles Deaton of Denver, de­ 
sign architect for the stadium, 
devised the unique covering aft­ 
er sessions with Steadman. The 
roof, 800 feet by 750 feet, could 
also be used to cover a 525 by 
800 foot area between the two 
steadiums, for various outdoor ;| 
shows and displays. 
"This would be the largest 
single area in the United States 
under a roof," Denton said. The 
arched covering is open at both 
ends.

to the enemy. The legal 
right to dissent, yes, to 
at­ 
tempt 
through orderly means 
to change national policies,but 
a moral 
and patriotic obliga­ 
tion to support 
our govern­ 
ment and our men and women 
In Viet Nam who are fighting 
a 
battle which in the long run 
can only strengthen our own 
freedom. 
The above may not be direct­ 
ly connected 
with education 
but we strongly believe that edu­ 
cation 
is 
involved in every 
aspect of a persons reaction to 
his environment. Certainly re­ 
sponsibility and support of our 
government 
is a part of edu­ 
cation.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Nearly a solid month of sat- 
uniting rain and killing frost 
will cause millions of dollars In 
losses for California’s agricul­ 
tural industry — at $4 billion a 
year the naton’s la rg e st—ac­ 
cording to experts# 
The first day of May brought 
w arm er, drier weather. But the 
eastern California Sierra Neva­ 
da held the threat of potential 
disaster 
— 
unusually deep 
spring 
mountain 
snowbanks, 
some 20 feet thick. 
Sudden 
hot 
weather 
could 
make torrents of the stream s 
which cut through the San Joa­ 
quin Valley, including Fresno 
County — the nation’s No. 1 
farm-producing county. 
California’s 
ruin, 
setting 
April records in many areas, 
washed out many young crops 
and delayed planting of others 
by as much as a month. 
It is impossible now to esti­ 
mate the damage, says Richard 
E. Lyng, deputy agriculture 
director. But he agreed with 
other experts that it would l>e in 
the millions of dollars and said 
that “ the state as a whole is 
badly hurt.” 
Lyng said, “ Everyone is con­ 
cerned about the tremendous 
quantities 
of snow in the Sier­ 
ra.”

GO TO CHURCH SUNDAY 
The Lesson

Twenty-five years ago - just 
before Dec. 7, 
1941 - it was 
inconceivable 
to most Am eri­ 
cans that an attack would sud­ 
denly 
destroy our naval ves- 


agaln? 
Military 
men say we 
now have radar 
devices that 
can detect well in advance the 
approach 
of 
bomb-carrying 
planes or missiles. 
We 
are 
assured that the United States 
has u terrible power of retali­ 
ation which acts 
as a deter­ 
rent. 
But 
this 
kind 
of 
answer 
does 
not go to the heart 
of 
the problem. 
For as long as 
there exists in any 
country an 
irresponsible 
government 
which can use nuclear weapons 
without warning, there is dan­ 
ger of far more 
devastating 
attacks than we experienced at 
Pearl Harbor. 
The 
year 1941 was a period 
of continuing apprehension. In 
a series of 
dispatches 
from 
Washington to newspapers, this 
writer commented on the grow­ 
ing crisis: 
Dec. 2, 1941 - “ If there is to 
be a war, it will start under 
strange auspices. The Am eri­ 
can people have 
no hate in 
their hearts for the Japanese. 
For generations a mutual ad­ 
miration has been 
developing 
between the two countries and, 
despite 
the 
differences 
in 
language 
and customs, 
some 
warm friendships have sprung 
up between Japanese and Amer­ 
icans. 
“ There is, of 
course, 
the 
element of 
distrust 
on both 
sides. 
The Nazis have been 
carrying on their 
intrigue in 
Tokyo 
and stirring 
up an­ 
tagonism against 
everything 
American. 
There 
are 
in 
America many persons of anti- 
Japanese 
bias 
who have held 
up to suspicion everything Ja ­ 
pan does. 
“ When, 
therefore, the m ili­ 
tarist 
group 
in Tokyo 
car­ 
ries on 
m ilitary 
and 
naval 
movements on a vast scale^in 
the 
area 
of Indo-China and 
Thailand at the very time that 
discussions are 
going 
on in 
Washington, 
the task is made 
doubly 
difficult for those Ja ­ 
panese liberals and Americans 
who are 
fundamentally 
con­ 
vinced that 
a peace plan can 
be consummated." 
Dec. 4, 1941 - “ The chances 
of 
peace depend still on how 
much the American argument 
has penetrated 
and 
on how 
much skill 
our 
diplomatists 
w ill use in avoiding steps that 
aggravate and do not help heal 
the friction. Two nations that 
do not hate each other or dis­ 
like each other 
ought 
not to 
find themselves 
fighting 
one 
another because of a lack of 
reasoning power or patience." 
Peace efforts 
were 
being 
made up to the very last min- 
uate in an endeavor to per­ 
suade both 
governments 
to 
come up with a 
status 
quo 
agreement of some kind so as to 
avoid a war. 
But, 
unfortun­ 
ately, the 
American people 
knew very little about what was 
going on behind the scenes. They 
didn't realize 
that war 
was 
imminent, although fears that a 
break might come were being

end slavery,’* can only roughly 
estim ate the world’s slave pop­ 
ulation. 
It is at least in the 
hundreds of thousands, possi­ 
bly m illions. 


The 
society 
orks out of a 
chill, 
dingy office near Lon­ 
don’s V ictoria 
Station. 
P re ­ 
siding over desks cluttered with 
rep o rts, maps and papers is a 
natty retired B ritish Army p a r­ 
atrooper, Col. Patrick Mont­ 
gom ery, 53. 
He’s been fighting slavery four 
y ears now, and says he got into 
the field “ just by reading 
an 
interesting book on the subject, 
that’s all.” The book was “ Sla­ 
very” by C harles Greenidge. 
But 
Montgomery adm its that 
he has had slow going on the hun­ 
dreds of old, leath er- 
bound 
volumes that line his office, all 
dealing with slavery. 
Col. Montgomery is a lobby­ 
ist on a world scale. It is his 
aim to convince foreign gov­ 
ernm ents to abide by the 1926 
Geneva Convention on the Aboli­ 
tion on Slavery and the Slave 
T rade, its 
1956 
supplem en­ 
tary convention, and the United 
Nations D eclaration of Human 
Rights. 


He c a rrie s on his fight in the 
conference halls of Geneva and 
New York, through the m ails, 
by personal contact, and 
now 
through 
an ever - increasing 
p re ss coverage. 
The society 
survives on private contribu­ 
tions, but not enough to 
p re ­ 
vent a deficit. 
The society, founded in 1823, 
used to work quietly. Its main 
method was to try to 
con­ 
vince governm ents 
that p e r­ 
m itting slavery was a 
moral 
wrong and that they should lie 
asham ed to allow it. Over the 
y ears, through public protest, 
econom ic change, and, 
in the 
case of A m erica, 
civil war, 
slavery as an institution ended 
in the W estern World. 
But the problem 
rem ains in 
about 25 countries, mostly in 
the north tropical 
zone, 
and 
predom inantly Moslem. 
Col. 
Montgomery 
flatly de­ 
nies that Islam encourages sla ­ 
very, even though the 
Koran, 
like the Bible, enjoines 
man 
to trea t his slaves kindly. 
He feels the concentration of 
slavery in Islam is 
due 
to 
force of habit which has p re ­ 
vented the changes that caused 
slav ery ’s end in the West. He 


said that slavery in 
Saudi 
Arabia even increased 
a few 
years 
ago 
when 
“ nouveau 
rich e” oil sheikhs 
added 
to 
their 
“ holdings” as 
status 
sym bols. 
But in 
1962 King 
F aisal outlawed slave-owning. 
Col. 
Montgomery 
believes 
King Faisal means business by 
banning the ancient 
practice. 
But he says: “ There are many 
in his country must 
feel it’s 
a body blow. It will tie 
some 
tim e before the decree 
can 
becom e reality.” 
The 1926 
Convention outlaws 
international slave trading and 
calls on signatories to abolish 
slave holding. 
The 1956 sup­ 
plem ent deals with the contro­ 
v ersial practices of serfdom , 
debt bondage, sham adoption, 
and servile form s of 
m ar­ 
riage. 


Col. 
Montgomery 
concedes 
that his job is ea sie r dealing 
solely with chattel 
slavery, 
rath e r than the 
complicated 
workings of African 
“ bride 
p rice s” and the sale of chil­ 
dren. 
But he feels the best 
principle is to stick to 
all 
provisions of the conventions 
rath e r than judge 
who should 
have 
human rights and who 
should not. 


The society’s 
actions 
are 
based on three types of 
re ­ 
ports: 
current, 
reliable in­ 
form ation m ore than five years 
old; and “ other re p o rts.” Many 
of these deal with single inci­ 
dents or observations by one, 
o r very few, people. 
“ People ask why I put 
so 
much effort into the 
single 
incident. I feel that 
they may 
indicate a greater problem that 
a lack of surveys or govern­ 
ment cooperation 
cannot turn 
up. 
And you cannot convince 
the unbelieving W esterner un­ 
le ss you cite individual 
inci­ 
dents,” Col. Montgomery said.

It is at least in the 
hundreds of thousands, possi­ 
bly millions. 
The 
society 
orks out of a 
chill, 
dingy office near Lon­ 
don’s Victoria 
Station. 
P re­ 
siding over desks cluttered with 
reports, maps and papers is a 
natty retired British Army par­ 
atrooper, Col. Patrick Mont­ 
gomery, 53. 
He’s been fighting slavery four 
years now, and says he got into 
the field “ just by reading

interesting book on the subject, 
that’s all.’’ The book was “ Sla­ 
very” by Charles Greenidge.

Montgomery admits that

His proposal provides for a 
special five-man board to en­ 
gage in intensive mediation for 
the first 30 days between the 
railroads and six shop craft un­ 
ions. 
lf no agreement is reached by 
then, the White House board 
would hold hearings to deter­ 
mine whether the recommenda­ 
tions of an earlier White House 
panel are fair, in the public in­ 
terest and would protect collec­ 
tive bargaining. 
The new presidential panel 
would file its findings with Con­ 
gress and the White House 
along with any modifications, lf 
there is still no agreement by 
the 60th day. 
If this does not bring a settle­ 
ment by the 91st day, the pro­ 
posals for settling the wage 
dispute would go into effect for 
up to two years, retroactive to 
last January I. 
The 90-day period would begin 
when Congress enacted the leg­ 
islation and Johnson signed it. 
A 47 - day postponement of the

He can be our best ambassador.

This year he is going abroad in the greatest 
numbers ever. The State Department’s passport 
office puts the total at 1.75 million American 
tourists or 15 per cent more than went abroad 
last year. 
Travel figures are never entirely 
firm, in part because of the question of whether 
a granted passport is used, but the upward trend 
is clear. 
Most Americans will go to Europe, but the 
Orient is attracting more of us every year. 
The lure of shopping bargains like cheap Hong 
Kong suits appears to be growing, though it 
seem s absurb that anyone would spend several 
thousand dollars to save $50 to $100 on a gar­ 
ment.

economy package fare down to $230.

instead of cross country.

at 
bargain rates, many Americans will take ad­ 
vantage of the first-cla ss 21-day Eurailpass 
($99) for railroad travel. 
More flights are offered than ever before. In­ 
ternational carriers serving the Atlantic, the 
Caribbean, and the Pacific have increased their 
schedules to 
1,769 trips a week, as compared 
with 1,556 a year ago. 
There w ill be a record 
234,840 seats available in the coming peak sea­ 
son, a rise of 17 per cent. 
The opening of Expo 67 - the Canadian World’s 
Fair - does not seem to have cut back Am eri­ 
can travel to other countries. 
Nor does the 
austere attitude of President de Gaulle seem to 
have curtailed travel to France. 
Perhaps 30 per cent of the Americans abroad 
w ill be 55 years old or older.

The new federal housing law 
proposed for this year under the 
m isplaced 
banner of “ civil 
rights” would, if passed, extend 
the federal governm ent's pow­ 
e r into the American hom eina 
manner undream edof until now. 
E arlie r 
“ anti - discrim ina­ 
tory” housing laws, both state 
and federal, have always 
teen 
justified as m easures directed 
against those who rent housing 
as part of a business, such as 
apartm ent 
house 
owners and 
real estate developers. It 
has 
often been said that, to break 
down racial prejudice, all p e r­ 
sons should have equal access 
to the projjerty such business­ 
men offer for rent, and it 
is 
im plied or 
stated that their 
right 
of 
ownership 
should 
give way to the would - be re n t­ 
e r 's 
alleged right of access. 
But the private lives of 
the 
owmers and the security of their 
own homes at least were 
not 
threatened. 
Now, under the bill

President Johnson in his State 
of the Union M essage, even the 
renting of a single room in a 
private home would come under 
federal control by January 
1, 
1969. 
Anyone asking to 
rent 
such a room who was 
turned 
down could, if a member of any

crim ination and take his case to 
a federal com m ission and la ter 
to the courts. 
The last tim e A m ericans faced 
this kind of 
invasion of

home by government was when 
the B ritish quartered

Ia som e a re a s, most notably 
the Mekong Delta, the Viet Cong 
a re recruiting and im pressing 
14-year*old boys into their serv ­ 
ice, UJS. sources say captured 
Viet Cong have run all the way 
down to 12 years old. 
These sources say that, as a 
consequence the Viet Cong are 
recruiting up to 25 per cent of 
their replacem ents from wom­ 
en, creating a women’s arm y 
corps that is fairly form idable. 
The exact size is unknown. 
Although some of their tasks 
involve little risk — such as 
cooking and clerical duties — 
increasing num bers a re being 
used 
as 
sen tries, co u riers 
through government-held areas 
and as intelligence agents. 
There have teen reports of 
shootouts between V ietnam ese 
government forces and sm all, 
all-women Viet Cong forces. 
A UJ>. source says A m erican 
GIs have yet to run into such 
confrontation with an all-woman 
unit. However, pistol-packing 
Viet Cuig women have stood 


with Communist troopers and 
fought against advancing Amer­ 
ican units. In some cases they 
fought very well. 
These Viet Cong women sol­ 
diers have been given tough 
m ilitary training that American 
service women do not get. 
Much of the pick and shovel 
work is done by the women who 
must fortify and repair base 
cam ps while the men are out 
patroling or fighting. 
Sometimes women a re among 
the special units that clean up 
the battlefield. Often this means 
running 
under 
fire to grab 
weapons or help drag bodies of 
wounded or dead soldiers back 
to the lines. 
Sullen-faced women seen by 
Am erican and government GIs 
in villages abandoned by men 
often a re Viet Cong women. 
They carefully count the num­ 
ber of allied troops, note how 
they move and observe their 
tactics if possible. The inform a­ 
tion could prove valuable in a 
la ter Communist ambush try . 
Love, generally, is not for the 
woman so ld ier. Under Commu­ 
nist doctrine, love is something 
for another tim e and place and 
the Communist women and men 
troops are ordered to consider 
them selves as b rothers and sis­ 
te rs.

asking questions which

ro r of oxygen flash fires and 
ghastly crie s of suffocating a s ­ 
tronauts. 
The voice is that of the pow er­ 
ful M achinists union whose men 
and women have built craft for 
inner and outer space. It wants 
to 
know 
why an experienced 
m anufacturer of such vehicles 
which 
have 
hurtled safely 
through the vast skies was d e­ 
prived of contracts to build 
a 
moon capsule — and the task 
assigned to a firm which had 
virtually no experience 
in 
m astering the heavens 
The firm which built the first 
c a rrie rs to flash safely in and 
out of space is McDonnell A ir­ 
craft of St. Louis. 
What hap­ 
te n s inside that 
complex 
is 
intim ately known tothe M achin­ 
ists. 
Their men and 
women 
staff it. 
This union, led by Roy Siem il- 
le r, is not noted for saying kind 
things about em ployers -- 
te 
they railro ad s, airlin es, m uni­ 
tion 
m akers, 
or aerospace 
m anufacturers. It has teen so 
tough, it has defied the P re s i­ 
dent and the Congress. 
Yet the 
other day its official 
new s­ 
paper editorially awarded the 
McDonnell company an “ E” for 
excellence. And it asked: 
“ We still w'onder why, after 
McDonnell’s record otachieve­ 
ment, NASA turned its back on 
McDonnell and chose a m anu­ 
facturer with less experience to 
produce the Apollo. 
This did not make “ good sense 
when it happened,” say the Ma­ 
chinists, and “ it makes

sense now” that three men were 
incinerated.

as has the International Assn. of 
M achinists.

“ As the disclosures 
mount, 
so in direct 
proportion does 
our appreciation of the m ag­ 
nificent job done by the men and 
women of McDonnell 
airc ra ft 
who manufai tuj «d and launched 


Project 
M ercury, the 
first 
U.S. spaceship, and then P ro ­ 
ject Gemini, the first two-man 
space vehicle.” 
The union then states that “ as 
pioneers with no 
previous ex ­ 
perience to draw on, the men 
and women of McDonnell 
p ro ­ 
duced and orbited two se rie s of 
spacecraft 
successfully 
with 
little delay and no loss of life.” 
These “ twin 
m iracles” 
of 
M ercury and Gemini moved the 
M achinists to award a real “ E 
for Excellence” to McDonnell 
and its em ployes. 
Add to this, then, an excerpt 
from a rep o rt by Major General 
Samuel C. Phillips who proted 
the A pollo's prim e contractor, 
the North 
American Aviation 
Company -- a document which 
has te en ignored by the entire 
U.S. 
government, it seem s. 
“ NAA quality,” according to 
Gen. 
Phillips’ 
report 
made 
after a long 
investigation 
in 
1965, “ is not up to NASA r e ­ 
quired standards. . .the condi­

AMERICANS ABROAD 
He can be our best ambassador. 
He can be 
our greatest cause of embarrassment. 
He - 
or for that matter she - is the American tourist. 
This year he is going abroad in the greatest 
numbers ever. The State Department’s passport 
office puts the total at 1.75 million American 
tourists or 15 per cent more than went abroad 
last year. 
Travel figures are never entirely 
firm, in part because of the question of whether 
a granted passport is used, but the upward trend 
is clear. 
Most Americans will go to Europe, but the 
Orient is attracting more of us every year. 
The lure of shopping bargains like cheap Hong 
Kong suits appears to be growing, though it 
seems absurb that anyone would spend several 
thousand dollars to save $50 to $100 on a gar­ 
ment. 
The Middle East seems to be getting 
only its usual share of the tourist dollar, but 
travel to Africa and Central and South America 
is increasing. 
The figures on the Soviet Union are muddy. 
The State Department estimate is that about 
20,000 Americans went there last year. Soviet 
sources put the total at 25,000. 
At any rate, 
more are expected this year. 
This is the 50th anniversary year of the Soviet 
state, but that in itself will probably not bait 
many U.S. citizens. 
To lie sure, the Intourist 
people are arranging special tours to celebrate 
the 1917 revolution. 
Leningrad is being turned 
into a historical shrine. Markers are being put 
up at special places where the revolution started. 
Other cities are getting similar treatment. 
But what is most expected to increase travel 
to Russia - 
and to a much lesser extent the 
number of Russians visiting this country - is 
the inauguration sometime in May of direct 
air service between Moscow and New York. Pan 
American World Airways has completed a for­ 
mal agreement with Aeorfiot, the Soviet air­ 
line, on the start of such service by the two 
lines. 
Under an agreement signed by the two 
countries last Nov. 4, the route will be flown 
nonstop, but either carrier may land at Stock­ 
holm, Oslo, Shannon, or Gander. 
Almost every Eastern European country is 
muking great efforts to get American tourists. 
The goal is Western currency. 
All the Com­ 
munist bloc 
countries but Poland either re­ 
quire no visas or make obtaining them a very 
simple matter. 
Low air fares will encourage tourism this year. 
Supplemental or non-scheduled air carriers are 
quoting package fares as low as $165 for New 
York-London round trip. Regular lines have the 


economy package fare down to $230. 
Many 
people who wouldn’t have gone to Europe in the 
past now budget $600 or $700 and go abroad 
instead of cross country. 
Having flown 
at 
bargain rates, many Americans will take ad­ 
vantage of the first-class 21-day Eurailpass 
($99) for railroad travel. 
More flights are offered than ever before. In­ 
ternational carriers serving the Atlantic, the 
Caribbean, and the Pacific have increased their 
schedules to 
1,769 trips a week, as compared 
with 1,556 a year ago. There will be a record

TYRANNY OF PROPOSED 
FEDERAL HOUSING LAW 
The new federal housing law 
proposed for this year under the 
misplaced 
banner of “ civil 
rights” would, if passed, extend 
the federal government's pow­ 
er into the American home in a 
manner undreamed of until now. 
Earlier “ anti - discrimina­ 
tory” housing laws, both state 
and federal, have always 
been 
justified as measures directed 
against those who rent housing 
as part of a business, such as 
apartment house 
owners and 
real estate developers. It has 
often been said that, to break 
down racial prejudice, all per­ 
sons should have equal access 
to the property such business­ 
men offer for rent, and it 
is 
implied or 
stated that their 
right 
of ownership 
should 
give way to the would - be rent­ 
e r’s alleged right of access. 
But the private lives of the 
owners and the security of their 
own homes at least were not 
threatened. 
Now, under the bill 
brought 
before Congress this year md 
strongly 
recommended

renting of a single room in a 
private home would come under 
federal control by January I, 
1969. 
Anyone asking to rent 
such a room who was 
turned 
down could, lf a member of any 
minority group, 
charge dis­ 
crimination and take his case to 
a federal commission and later 
to the courts. 
The last time Americans faced 
this kind of invasion of the 
home by government was when 
the British quartered 
troops 
upon the homes of the people 
of Boston our nation was born. 
We may hope that

A UJ>. source says American 
GIS have yet to run into such 
confrontation with an airwoman 
unit. However, pistol .pac king 
Viet Cong women have stood 


with Communist troopers and 
fought against advancing Amer­ 
ican units. la some cases they 
fought very well. 
These Viet Cong women sol­ 
diers have been given tough 
military training that American 
service women do not get. 
Much of the pick and shovel 
work is done by the women who 
must fortify and repair base 
camps while the men are (Hit 
petroling or fighting. 
Sometimes women are among 
the special units that clean up 
the battlefield. Often this means 
running 
under 
fire to grab 
weapons or help drag bodies of 
wounded or dead soldiers back 
to the lines, 
Sullen-fhced women seen by 
American and government GIS 
in villages abandoned by men 
often are Viet Cong women. 
They carefully count the num­ 
ber of allied troops, note how 
they move and observe their 
tactics lf possible. The informa­ 
tion could prove valuable in a 
later Communist ambush try. 
Love, generally, is not for the 
woman soldier.

through the vast skies was de­ 
prived of contracts to build a 
moon capsule — and the task 
assigned to a firm which had 
virtually no experience 
in 
mastering the heavens. 
The firm which built the first 
carriers to flash safely In and 
(Hit of space is McDonnell Air­ 
craft of St. Louis. 
What hap­ 
pens inside that complex 
is 
intimately known tothe Machin­ 
ists. 
Their men and women 
staff it. 
This union, led by Roy Siemil- 
ler, is not noted for saying kind 
things about employers — la 
they railroads, airlines, muni­

makers, 
or aerospace 
manufacturers.

Household Debt Rate Proposed for 
Continues to Rise 
K.C. Arenas

NEW 
YORK 
(A P) — The 
mounting 
debt 
of America's 
households, which shows no sign 
of leveling off, is bringing with 
it growing concern that a lot of 
people might be getting in over 
their heads. 
A foolproof criterion for esti­ 
mating when a family is over- 
committed has never been de­ 
vised. It is only when repay­ 
ments are delinquent that proof 
is provided. And most people 
still are repaying their debts on 
schedule. 
The concern comes from the 
speed with which this debt is 
being added to. It has accumu­ 
lated largely since World War 
II, but the rate of additions to it 
have accelerated in the past few 
years. It is now nearly $400bil­ 
lion. 
This means, in effect, that the 
old Puritan ethic that equated 
debt with sin is about dead. It 
means 
also that 
Americans 
have learned to live with 
the 
haunting memory of the Great 
Depression. And it means that 
many Americans have adjusted 
to a life they cannot afford on 
their present incomes. 
A 
good 
argument 
can be 
made for saying this debt isn't 
nearly as bad as it sounds. In an 
expanding economy, with in­ 
comes rising and new and bet­ 
ter jobs opening up, households 
may be able to carry more debt. 
In addition, the sharp rise in 
holdings of life insurance, So­ 
cial 
Security, 
unemployment 
compensation, health insurance 


and pensions has relieved many 
families of obligations that once 
had to be met with savings. 
All this debt has not been fri­ 
volously assumed, either. Most 
of it lias gone for homes, auto­ 
mobiles, television sets and 
heavy appliances such as wash­ 
ing machines and refrigerators. 
Nevertheless, a study by the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board, a nonprofit educational 
and 
research 
organization, 
calls attention to the potential 
damage that could result if in­ 
come should fall instead of rise. 
The necessity of paying off 
this debt “ may be increasingly 
undermining economic stabili­ 
ty " during downturns in the 
economy, the board said. Debt 
means a commitment of future 
earnings. When these earnings 
are less than expected trouble 
ensues. 
A downturn first limits the 
variety of choice in purchases. 
Money is committed; it cannot 
be used for discretionary buy­ 
ing. It is as if it were never 
owned by the individual who 
must pay the bills. 
If current 
income fails to 
meet obligations, a secondary 
source must be used. Generally, 
this means the household sav­ 
ings of cash, bonds and perhaps 
stock. 
But, to pay off all household 
debt, about 80 per cent of all 
household savings would ha veto 
be used. Little would be left. 
Fortunately, all debt never falls 
due at once but is, instead, 
spread over a period of time.

right to dissent, yes, to at­ 
tempt 
through orderly means 
to change national policies,but 
a moral 
and patriotic obliga­ 
tion to support 
our govern­ 
ment and our men and women 
In Viet Nam who are fighting 
a 
battle which in the long run 
can only strengthen our own 
freedom. 
The above may not be direct­ 
ly connected 
with education 
but we strongly believe that edu­ 
cation 
is 
Involved in every 
aspect of a persons reaction to 
his environment. Certainly re­ 
sponsibility and support of our 
government 
is a part of edu­ 
cation.

Flood Threat 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
- Nearly a solid month of sat* 
uniting rain and killing frost 
will cause millions of dollars in 
losses for California's agricul­ 
tural industry •• at $4 billion a 
year the nut oil's la rg e st—ac­ 
cording to experts. 
The first day of May brought 
w arm er, drier weather. But the 
eastern California Sierra Neva­ 
da held the threat of potential 
disaster 
— 
unusually deep 
spring 
mountain 
snowbanks, 
some 20 feet thick. 
Sudden 
hot 
weather 
could 
make torrents of the stream s 
which cut through the San Joa­ 
quin Valley, including Fresno 
County — the nation's No. I 
farm-producing county. 
California's 
rain, 
setting 
April records in many areas, 
washed out many young crops 
and delayed planting of others 
by as much as a month. 
It is impossible now to esti­ 
mate the damage, says Richard 
E . Lyng, deputy agriculture 
director. But he agreed with 
other experts that it would be in 
the millions of dollars and said 
that “ the state as a whole is 
badly hurt." 
Lyng said, “ Everyone is con­ 
cerned about the tremendous 
quantities 
of snow In the Sier­ 
ra ." 
Migrant farm workers have 
found no jobs. Some sleep under 
bridges, on levees and on door­ 
steps. 
The State Education Depart­ 
ment has made surplus food 
available to migrants lh the San 
Joaquin Valley so they could 
find shelter until they have jobs 
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selves. 
One result of the bad weather 
may be the need for more Mexi­ 
can workers this year than ex­ 
pected, said Peter Weinberger, 
state employment director. 
Permission to hire them will 
be sought from the U-S. Agricul­ 
ture Department “ If we cannot 
recruit sufficient numbers of 
domestic lab o rers" when har­ 
vest time com es, he said. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is keep­ 
ing a close watch on the situa­ 
tion, said Charles P. Samson, 
director of the State Disaster 
Office. 
Federal and state officials 
have established a joint task 
force to meet daily and check 
on the flood threat. The problem 
will get extremely serious, they 
said Monday, lf tem peratures 
rise into the 80s during the next 
month or so.

The Lesson

Twenty-five years ago - just 
before Dec. 7, 
1941 - it was 
inconceivable 
to most Am eri­ 
cans that an attack would sud­ 
denly 
destroy our naval ves- 


again? 
Military 
men say we 
now have radar 
devices that 
can detect well In advance the 
approach 
of 
bomb-carrying 
planes or missiles. 
We 
are 
assured that the United states 
has a terrible power of retali­ 
ation which acts 
as a deter­ 
rent. 
But 
this 
kind 
of 
answer 
does 
not go to the heart 
of 
the problem. 
For as long as 
there exists in any 
country an 
Irresponsible 
government 
which can use nuclear weapons 
without warning, there is dan­ 
ger of far more 
devastating 
attacks than we experienced at 
Pearl Harbor. 
The 
year 1941 was a period 
of continuing apprehension. In 
a series of 
dispatches 
from 
Washington to newspapers, this 
writer commented on the grow­ 
ing crisis: 
Dec. 2, 1941 - " If there is to 
be a war, it will start under 
strange auspices. The Am eri­ 
can people have 
no 
hate hi 
their hearts for the Japanese. 
For generations a mutual ad­ 
miration has been 
developing 
between the two countries and, 
despite 
the 
differences 
in 
language 
and customs, 
some 
warm friendships have sprung 
up between Japanese and Am er­ 
icans. 
"There is, 
of 
course, 
the 
element of 
distrust 
on both 
sides. 
The 
Nazis have been 
carrying on their 
intrigue in 
Tokyo 
and 
stirring 
up an­ 
tagonism against 
everything 
American. 
There 
are 
in 
America many persons of anti- 
Japanese 
bias 
who have held 
up to suspicion everything J a ­ 
pan does. 
"When, 
therefore, the m ili­ 
tarist 
group 
in Tokyo 
car­ 
ries on 
military 
and 
naval 
movements on a vast scale^in 
the 
area 
of Indo-China and 
Thailand at the very time that 
discussions are 
going 
on in 
Washington, 
the task is made 
doubly 
difficult for those J a ­ 
panese liberals and Americans 
who are 
fundamentally 
con­ 
vinced that 
a peace plan can 
be consummated." 
Dec. 4, 1941 - "The chances 
of 
peace depend still on how 
much the American argument 
has penetrated 
and 
on how 
much skill 
our 
diplomatists 
will use in avoiding steps that 
aggravate and do not help heal 
the friction. Two nations that 
do not hate each other or dis­ 
like each other 
ought 
not to 
find themselves 
fighting 
one 
another because of 
a lack of 
reasoning power or patience." 
Peace efforts 
were 
being 
made up to the very last min- 
uate 
in an endeavor to per­ 
suade both 
governments 
to 
come up with a 
status 
quo 
agreement of some kind so as to 
avoid a war. 
But, 
unfortun­ 
ately, the 
American people 
knew very little about what was 
going on behind the scenes. They 
didn’t realize 
that war 
was 
imminent, although fears that a 
break might come were being

Korea was not convincing. Is 
tills liecause American public 
opinion is often misrepresented 
to the rest of the world? 
We 
are pictured sometimes as a 
nation irresolute and vacillat­ 
ing - Indifferent to threats even 
against our own security. 
The question before the Amer­ 
ican people now, especially in 
Vietnam, is whether the world 
can really be considered safe 
for democracy while Irrespon­ 
sible governments, 
with vast 
military power, are supporting 
the aggressors. 
The lesson that we still have 
not learned from the circum­ 
stances 
leading up 
to 
the 
Pearl Harbor attack is that we 
must communicate constantly 
with all peoples. 
By every device of communi­ 
cation - especially 
radio and 
television, utilizing satellites 
- it 
is 
imperative 
that we 


should penetrate public opinion 
In foreign lands, so that peo­ 
ples everywhere may be stim­ 
ulated 
to assert 
their will 
against any irresponsible re* 
glme, especially if it posses* 
ses nuclear power. 
The 
lesson which Dec. 7\ 
1941, teaclies 
must tie 
em* 
phastzed 
again an d 
again, I t 
order that there shall never tie 
another Pearl Harbor.

ture and precipitation are In­ 
dicated for the Bootheel by the 
30-day weather 
outlook 
for 
May- A shift to the north and 
east is expected for tracks of 
the cold high pressure systems 
that depressed temperatures 
during the latter half of April. 
Most low pressure systems will 
move out of the southwest and 
follow a path to the north and 
west of the Bootheel. 
A significant advantage will 
be 
the tendency 
for fewer 
chilly 
night temperatures as 
the north progresses. Gradual­ 
ly increasing day length will 
strengthen the influence 
of 
sunshine on 
soil heat stor­ 
age. Nine to eleven days with 
some precipitation can be ex­ 
pected during a normal May 
with several days of drying be­ 
tween rain.

The Lesson

Twenty-five years ago - Just 
before Dec. 7, 
1941 - it was 
inconceivable 
to most Ameri­ 
cans that an attack would sud­ 
denly destroy our naval ves- 


again? 
Military 
men say we 
now have radar devices that 
can detect well in advance the 
approach 
of 
bomb-carrying 
planes or missiles. 
We 
are 
assured that the United States 
has a terrible power of retali­ 
ation which acts as a deter­ 
rent. 
But 
this 
kind of answer 
does 
not go to the heart of 
the problem. 
For as long as 
tile re exists in any country an 
irresponsible 
government 
which can use nuclear weapons 
without warning, there is dan­ 
ger of far more devastating 
attacks than we experienced at 
Pearl Harbor. 
The 
year 1941 was a period 
of continuing apprehension. In 
a series of dispatches 
from 
Washington to newspapers, this 
writer commented on the grow­ 
ing crisis: 
Dec. 2, 1941 - "If there is to 
be a war, it will start under 
strange auspices. The Ameri­ 
can people have 
no hate in 
their hearts for the Japanese. 
For generations a mutual ad­ 
miration has been developing 
between the two countries and, 
despite 
the differences 
in 
language and customs, 
some 
warm friendships have sprung 
up between Japanese and Amer­ 
icans. 
"There is, 
of course, the 
element of 
distrust 
on both 
sides. 
The 
Nazis have been 
carrying on their 
intrigue in 
Tokyo 
and stirring up an­ 
tagonism against 
everything 
American. 
There 
are 
in 
America many persons of anti- 
Japanese bias 
who have held 
up to suspicion everything Ja­ 
pan does. 
"When, therefore, the mili­ 
tarist group in Tokyo car­ 
ries on military and 
naval 
movements on a vast scale^in 
the 
area of Indo-China and 
Thailand at the very time that 
discussions are 
going 
on in 
Washington, the task is made 
doubly difficult for those Ja­ 
panese liberals and Americans 
who are fundamentally 
con­ 
vinced that a peace plan can 
be consummated." 
Dec. 4, 1941 - "The chances 
of peace depend still on how 
much the American argument 
has penetrated 
and 
on how 
much skill our diplomatists 
will use in avoiding steps that 
aggravate and do not help heal 
the friction. Two nations that 
do not hate each other or dis­ 
like each other ought 
not to 
find themselves fighting one 
another because of a lack of 
reasoning power or patience."
